Hungarians Are 
Being Expelled 
From Yugoslavia 


Report 2,000 Are 
S e n t 
Across Border During 
Past 24 Hours 


MOST OF REFUGEES 
REPORTED DESTITUTE

VIENNA, Dec. 6.—Two thou­ 
sand Hungarian men and wo­ 
men, young and old, sick and 
.«ell, and some of them blind 
and halt, have been expelled 
Trom Yugoslavia during the last 
24 hours. 
They have been swept across the 
border, joining some 10,000 others 
thrown out of Yugoslavia during the 
last six weeks, one of the most dra­ 
matic aftermaths of the assassina­ 
tion of King Alexander at Marseil­ 
les. 
They are included, according to 
detailed dispatches in the Viennese 
press, in the “dangerous elements” 
John Cifra of the Harbor, re- ■ being rounded up by the Yugoslav- 


Chief of Police John Haven has 
issued orders to police to resume 
arresting all persons who speed au­ 
tomobiles here, he declared today.

There are many who obey the 
law, drive sanely and have given 
us co-operation. It is the speeder 
and man who deliberately breaks 
the auto laws we plan to arrest,” he 
concluded.

UDGE McDEVITT’S vigorous denunciation at Philadelphia of 
well-meaning but ill-advised state welfare officials who he 
charges mollycoddle prisoners and pevent proper discipline in 
the Eastern Penitentiary will strike a responsive chord in the 
minds of many. 
He asserts that the prisoners have every modern con­ 
venience excepting telephone service, “and the only reason 
they don’t have that is because the secretary of welfare has not 
yet thought of it.” 
It is realized that this is an exaggeration; but it is also a 
recognition of the belief that too many privileges are accorded 
in many instances. 
Judge McDevitt does not have a high opinion of “criminal 
clinics” and it is to be assumed that he does not subscribe to 
the theory that all convicts are merely “sick” people who should 
receive favored treatment. 
There would be fewer outbreaks in prisons and probably 
less crime if every potential criminal knew that he would have 
to pay in full. 


NOT TOO FAST 


The relief administration according to a dispatch from Washing­ 
ton, has given tentative approval to the establishment of 50 rural indus­ 
trial communities for the unemployed “in the face of a ruling by Comp­ 
troller General J. R. McCarl that such use of relief funds is illegal.“ 
The comptroller general may be right or he may not be in his 
ruling. His opinion, nevertheless, deserves to be respected until and un­ 
less it should be upset in a proper test of the legality of the projects 
under consideration. 
The administration would make a serious mistake 
by proceeding otherwise. 
The proposed rural industrial communities represent a very worth­ 
while idea and one from the carrying out of which much good might re­ 
sult. Should the question of illegality cloud their establishment, however, 
their value would be greatly decreased. Misuse of public funds needs to be 
guarded against with the greatest possible vigilance today when mil­ 
lions are being poured out for a variety of causes.

DANGER IN OLD MINES 


The Western Pennsylvania Safety Council of Pittsburgh has issued 
a warning on the inadvisability of entering inactive or worked-out coal 
mines and is urging the schools and parents to instruct their children 
of the dangers which lurk in such places. Adults, too, who would garner 
coal for the home, are warned that inactive and abandoned pits are more 
than likely to be death traps in disguise. 
The Pennsylvania state mining laws require the owners of all ac­ 
tive or operating mines to maintain sufficient ventilation for safe en­ 
trance but once a mine becomes inactive, or it is abandoned, the ventila­ 
tion ceases and poisonous and very often explosive gases accumulate. 
Methane, or natural gas, frequently seeps from the coal or an excess 
quantity of nitrogen may be formed from decaying timber. 
Often these 
gases accumulate in large quantities and rob the air of sufficient oxygen 
with the result that victims, who enter such places, are readily suffocated 
and die before aid reaches them. 


Furthermore, boys and men who enter such mines, without proper 
authority, violate the state mining laws and are subject to heavy penal­ 
ties upon arrest and conviction.

CHINESE EMBARGO 
ALSO VIOLATED

The m anufacturers were defeated 
last sum m er when congress finally 
enacted legislation empowering the 
president to embargo m unitions ex­ 
ports a t any time. 
The senate, 
about the same time, authorized the 
present m unitions inquiry—another 
step opposed by the m unitions m an­ 
ufacturers. 
No Effort To Enforce Treaty 
This story of the “war tru st’s” 
operations will be pictured against 
a background of international in­ 
trigue 
in 
which 
foreign 
govern­ 
m ents treated solemn treaties like 
so m any scraps of paper. 
The in ­ 
quiry has revealed th a t G reat B rit­ 
ain. France and Italy stood idly by, 
while 
G erm any 
and 
Austria re­ 
arm ed in violation of the Versailles 
treaty. 
These 
governm ents 
re­ 
m ained silent, it was charged, be­ 
cause sales of war m aterials by the 


conquered central 
powers swelled 
their reparation funds. 
Another phase of the story re­ 
vealed how England, France, Italy 
and Japan winked at violation of 
the Chinese arm s embargo. 
M u­ 
nitions companies in all these coun­ 
tries shipped arms, planes, weapons 
or powder to China, sometimes for 
the Rebels, sometimes for the gov­ 
ernm ent, despite the embargo. B rit­ 
ish firm s even sold to both Japan 
and China during the Shanghai up­ 
rising. 
American m unitions firms m ean­ 
while were well behaved, obeying 
the 
American 
state 
departm ent 
which upheld the Chinese embargo. 
But they were active for ten years 
in fighting the imposition of em ­ 
bargoes by congress.
